Tulare County Citrus Industry 


That Started Near Plano Is Now 
Moving Into Its Second Century 


By Rodney Homer 
During the year 1869 the first orange orchard north of the 
Tehachapi Mountains that still survives was planted, and from these 
and subsequent plantings, the citrus industry of the area has grown. 
These were not the first citrus trees, however, but were the first 
generation seedlings from that original tree that did live. 


Today eight trees are left of 
this original planting and they 
stand tall and strong, and still 
produce up to 10 boxes of fruit 
per tree each year. They are over 
20 feet in height and have a 
diameter or trunk approaching 
two feet. And who knows, with 
care, how many more centuries 
they will live. 

Some of the trees planted by 
the Mission friars are still 
growing in Southern California 
and pictures have been shown of 
a citrus tree in Spain that is 
known to have lived over seven 
centuries. 

This Tulare county grove is 
located two miles south east of 
Porterville, near the one time 
community of Plano. Known as 
the “oranges the soldiers gave”, 
they were first set out by the 
Deming Gibbons family and the 
true story of the tree’s planting 
and survival is quite interesting. 

Deming and Amanda Gibbons 
came west over the Santa Fe 
trail from Texas in 1861 to join 
friends who had come west two 
years before. The reason they 
stopped and settled in the 
mouth of the Tule River canyon 
was that they had vowed to stop 
in the first “decent looking 
area” they came to on their 
journey. 

The Gibbons first settled 
several miles south-west of the 
later town of Porterville, but 


were almost washed away by the 
flood waters of 1862. Mr. 
Gibbons decided to settle on the 
first high ground to the east, 
along the foothills. That Spring 
they took their ‘belongings and 
located where the old orange 
grove now stands. They built a 
small temporary house and 
lean-to, but, as they had a large 
and growing family, Mr. Gibbons 
soon started on a two story 
home which was to be the 
largest in the area. 

These were the early years of 
the Civil War and this part of 
California was not considered 
safe for the Union cause. Settlers 
from both the North, who had 
come down from the Mother 
Lode, and settlers from the 
South, following the Overland 
Mail and _ Butterfield stage 
routes, had come here. After 
much turmoil, the Federal 
government stationed troops at 
Fort Babbitt in Visalia to 
control southern sympathizers. 

As a good will gesture the 
people of Tulare county were 
invited to a Fourth of July 
celebration held at the Fort. 
Among those attending were the 
White and Gibbons families. Mrs. 
White’s son had married Mrs. 
Gibbon’s daughter and the two 
ladies, so the story goes, sat 
together visiting that day.

A TOUGH FOE FOR SDS 
Industrial plants in California and across the nation 
have been alerted to a comprehensive infiltration and 
disruption campaign this summer by the radical Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society. The purpose is to 
interfere as much as possible with operations through 
“work-in” techniques and the strategy as revealed is 
far from being the product of youthful enthusiasm and 
frustration. It is a well-planned, meticulously anno- 
tated program. 

In the San Francisco Bay Area, for instance, the 
San Francisco Examiner has revealed that more than 
50 plants have been selected for the attack. Instruc- 
tions to prospective “summer workers” range from 
how to act during the first interview, how to dodge 
investigation as to communist affiliation, how best to 
get the confidence of regular workers, how to start 
distribution of propaganda, and so on. 

There is one obstacle to this otherwise brilliantly 
planned campaign. Organized labor. And it is, in the 
words of AFL-CIO leader George Meany, a “drastic” 
obstacle. The SDS summer-job scheme is designed, its 
leaders say, not only to disrupt but to “end student 
political isolation from the working class.” But, says 
Meany, the present mood of workers throughout the 
country is for continuing that isolation. They are, he 
says, completely out of patience with campus riots 
and other such shenanigans. 

The SDS isn’t bucking some fluttery school admin- 
istrators this time. They’ll find labor a very tough foe.

Hawaiian Islands. From the 
Presidio at San Francisco, part 
of that shipment was dispatched 
to Fort Babbitt. The local 
commander felt it might be a nice 
gesture to present each person 
who came to the celebration 
with one of the citrus fruits. 
Most had never seen or heard of 
an orange. 


According to the story, the 
soldier who presented an orange 
to Mrs. White and Mrs. Gibbons 
suggested that they save the 
seeds and take them home to see 
if they would grow in this 
country. Both ladies thought 
this was a good idea so both 
saved the seeds and planted 
them. Which was the first one 
planted we do not know, but 
both ladies produced citrus trees 
from that first planting. 

Neither knew that citrus was 
frost tender and after one cold 
winter night they could see the 
results of the cold temperatures. 
Mrs. Gibbons covered hers each 
cold night after that with her 
bonnet, and to save them from 
the grasshoppers she covered 
them with her veil. Of the three 
that survived, one grew into a 
full sized tree. 

The holiday celebration at the 
Fort was in 1863 and Mrs. 
Gibbons planted her seeds next 
to her hew home, near the banks 
of the Campbell-Moreland ditch 
that ran a few feet in front of 
the house, where she could 
easily water them. One of Mrs. 
Gibbons daughters lived less 
than a 100 yards east of the 
Gibbons home. All their land at 
that time was in grain or pasture 
and the daughter suggested they 
plant some of the seeds from the 
first fruit off of their first tree 
between the two homes. This 
they did in the year of 1869, 
and these are the trees that are 
observing their hundreth year. 

At one time some 75 citrus 
trees were growing there, besides 
many other deciduous fruit 
varieties. The Gibbons ranch 
became well known as a source 
of fresh fruit, which was a 
luxury to the pioneer settlers of 
that day. In 1881 oranges from 
this ranch were shipped to the 
Citrus Fair in Los Angeles which 
brought awards and recognition 
that citrus also grew in the San 
Joaquin valley Mr. Gibbons 
developed a nursery and sold 
many trees throughout the area, 
and for many years, after better 
varieties were found, _ this 


seedling variety, known as Sweet 
Orange or Hawaiian Orange, was 
BE Ra Died aera oa a eae 
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used as rootstock for other 
varieties. Many old orchards in 
the Valley today have their 
beginnings from these trees. 

In 1884 Mr. Gibbons died and 
several sons owned the property 
after that. In the late 1890's the 
property was lost due to hard 
times and in 1899 the L. E. 
Prestage family bought the home 
and property. It was close to the 
town of Plano, next to the then 
Vandalia school, and was well 
known for its citrus and 
deciduous orchard. 

A new and superior variety of 
orange was by then known, the 
Washington Navel, so Mr. 
Prestage budded all the old 
orchard over to this variety, 
except for one row. He felt that 

“some trees should be left as they 

were in the first grove, since, 
after all, they had been there for 
over 30 years. He also planted 
15 acres more of Navels around 
them. This orchard also is still 
there. 

The original orchard is 
presently owned and farmed by 
the writer, Rodney Prestage 
Homer, a _ grandson of Mr. 
Prestage. The Homer children 
are the fifth generation of the 
family to have lived in the old 
home now approaching 11 
decades in age. 

The two original trees have 
not survived the years. After the 
Whites passed on, their property 
in Frazier valley was sold, the 
home removed, and the tree 
died. Mr. Prestage, desiring to 
build a front porch for his home, 
cut down the first tree. The 
stump of this tree is housed in 
the Porterville Museum. 

How long will an orange tree 
live is a question that long has 
been asked, but as the citrus 
industry in Tulare county enters 
its second century it is felt that 
the end is no where in sight.

Regulations Listed As Fire Season 
Daybell |g Announced For Sequoia Forest 


PORTERVILLE -_ Forest 
Supervisor Jim James of Sequoia 
National forest has announced 
that fire season is in effect on

that because of drying 
conditions certain Federal 


regulations are now in force.
